He also made such good use of his additional time 
that he won a Johns Hopkins Ph. D. in Oriental Lan- 
guages and Philosophy. The great work being done in 
India by our beloved Strocks is built on the wise educa- 
tional foundations laid during Dr. Uhl’s nearly half cen- 
tury of talented service. He is still strong and vigorous. 
Many of his finds in the field of natural history while in 
India are to be found in American museums. He is at 
_ present making a comparative study of Hinduism and 
Christianity. An evening spent with Dr. Uhl is both a 
liberal education and a delight. Young man, young 
woman, if you seek a place for investment of your 
life where dividends will be eternal consider Foreign 
Missions!

Corrine Menges 
Missionary to South America

“I was born May 14, 1902, 

near Spring Grove, Pa. Before 
I was twenty-four hours old

graduated in 1919. In 1923 I received my A.B. Degree 
and a Diploma in Expression, from Irving College, 
Mechanicsburg, Pa.

There were several reasons which helped me 
in keeping my life-work before me. There is the mem-

BE SURE YOUR CHURCH CELEBRATES 


Foreign Mission Sunday 


Luther Hall Day is also the day set apart for the 
special service in the interest of Foreign Missions. This 
makes the selection of that day the more appropriate. No 
doubt your Sunday School will celebrate in the morning 
and your service will come in the evening so that the 
whole day will be given over to Foreign Missions. 

It is time that our Lutheran Church waked up 
enough to be ashamed of itself with regard to its care of 
Foreign Missions. It leaves the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions some $300,000 in debt. It has a family of 185 mis- 
sionaries, 3740 native workers, and 135,000 baptised mem- 
bers in its care and too often does not even take time to 
pray for them. Just when our mission fields are facing 
the greatest opportunity for expansion in their history, 
our failure to give compels the reduction in working 
force, the extension of furloughs, and the doubling up of 
responsibility till some of our missionaries are simply 
working themselves into early graves. 
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Let the Leaguers be centers of missionary enthusi- 
asm in every Congregation. If special missionary pro- 
jects are not undertaken in your parish, start something. 
Raise the question in League. A Foreign Mission Pastor 
can be assigned to your Church for $1200 to $1800 per 
year. A “Parish Abroad” for $50 to $1000 per year and 
you wouldn’t miss it. Or a Native Worker or Boy’s 
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Scholarship for $25 to $150 per year. 
and States should each have a definite missionary objec- 
tive within their means. Now is the time to start. 

Oh, yes, if you are interested write Headquarters. 
And be sure both Luther League Day and Foreign Mis- 
sion Day are celebrated in your Congregation. Services 
for both furnished free with contribution envelopes. 


WHY WORRY ?=Ask Uncle Amos 


one who knows Dr. Uhl well understands why 

he has remained young in mind and heart during 
his long years of service. An inquiring mind is bound 
to be alert. As soon as Dr. Uhl meets you he begins 
asking questions, not idle curious questions, but questions 
that have purpose’ behind them. This good habit has 
made him one of the American authorities on Indian 
Natural History. It has given him clear understanding 
of Hindu religion and philosophy. It is a good habit 
for a Leaguer. If you don’t know, ASK. 

Our District Constitution calls for Committees for 
the various Departments. I notice your “How to Or- 
ganize” provides for Secretaries. Should we change? 

I think you will get better results by the Secretary 
system. I should revise my constitution. Both State 
and District Constitutions have been mimeographed in 
the revised form and may be had for the asking. If you 
can get one committee really working together in the 
average organization you do well. Have a live Execu- 
tive Committee and center your Department Work there 
through the Secretaries who are members. 

A pastor writes: I found a Christian Endeavor in 
this Church on coming here as pastor. It is an old 
organization and while the younger folks would not mind 
changing, the older members do love their tradition. 
What would you advise doing? 

Similar letters come to headquarters so often that 
I venture a public answer of so delicate a problem. In 
the first place the Constitution of the L. L. of A. has 
always ‘offered full affiliation to Lutheran young folks 
society of whatever name. You will have to weigh the 
consequences of making a forced change and may well 
decide to work for affiliation. Then our literature will 
draw your society into line with the program of the 
Church for her young folks. Introduce Review and 
Topics. Organize Junior and Intermediate Leagues and 
they will in time solve your problem. The first interest

is your young folks. Each pastorate will finally have 
to decide the question for itself as to the name of its 
local organization. But every Congregation should see 
that its young folks are affiliated. Suppose the strength 
of the women of the Church was not centered in the 
Women’s Missionary Society?

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MUSINGS OF AN ANDHRA PROFESSOR 
Guntur, South India 


The College professor lectures to a class of average 
intelligence, but it is a warm afternoon and the atten- 
tion of the students is not noteworthy for its enthusiasm. 
The bell rings for the close of the period and the 
students begin a practical demonstration of the psychol- 
ogy they have learned in their college course. They 
close their books with a snap, they begin a suggestive 
shuffling of feet, they look expectantly to the doors. 
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But the professor calmly says: “Just a moment, please! 
I have a few more pearls to cast.” 

Now such an academic observation would be good 
in America, but in our Mission College in Guntur it 
would .be met with obtuse vacuity, for the Hindu stu- 
dent understands not our American humor, nor does his 
general information enable him to a quick perception 
of related ideas. 

Our College in Guntur is in a very flourishing con- 
dition. While the Government is still delaying the decis- 
ion on the final adjustment of University centers in the 
Andhra country; and while our Mission is waiting for 
that decision to determine our final establishment of the 
Andhra Christian College, we have gone ahead with the 
development of our present college in Guntur, 

One year ago, with the approval of the University, 
our old Second-grade College was raised to the rank of 
First-grade, and we admitted our first class of candidates 
for the A. B. degrees. A Second-grade College is one in 
which instruction is given only for the first two years 
of the College course, which is called the Intermediate. 
The student may then stop with his completion of the 
Intermediate course or he may seek another College for 
his final two years to the A. B. degree. 

Last year our Mission College with three classes 
had on its rolls about four hundred fifty students. Only 
one college in the Andhra University had a larger 
number of students, exceeding ours by only fifteen or 
twenty. We fully expected that this year with the 
admission of the fourth class, our enrollment would come 
easily to five hundred. Now with the opening of the 
year 1927-28 our members have swelled to over 600 and 
even with the added accommodation of several large 
rooms in our fine new High School building, we are feel- 
ing very much crowded. 

The College is a hum of busy activity. The school 
day begins at ten in the morning with an assembly of all 
the students in the college hall. Prayer, a short talk 
on some religious subject by one of the professors, then 
a minute of silence, and the eager seekers for an aca- 
demic degree (I wish I could say eager seekers for knowl- 
edge) disperse for the period of Bible instruction. Classes 
continue until five in the evening with an hour’s interval 
for the mid-day meal. The Indian love of argument and 
debate is satisfied in the weekly literary society meetings 
where such questions are discussed as “Female Educa- 
tion; is it advisable or not?” “The Dowry System in 
Marriage; should it be abolished?” ‘Should Indian 
students go abroad for education?” Then can be 
heard the voice of ancient and of modern India, with 
words, and words, and then more words, and with no 
shadow of a possibility of approaching the reputation 
of Shakespeare for never repeating himself. 

After five in the afternoon the various sports make 
“a pretty splash of activity” on the college compound. 
There is no combined interest in one college game and 
there are no ringers, but a half dozen games of vari- 
ous kinds afford:opportunity for large numbers of boys 
to play. But when there is a special match to be 
played, interest runs high, and with crowds at the side- 
lines, and noise in the exciting moments, and laughter 
at the discomfiture of the player who takes a spectacular 
spill, one sees illustrated the old adage, “Boys will be 
boys.” 
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“Follow Me” 


HE Constitution of the Luther League of Ameri- 
( ‘ca points out the duty and work of this Depart- 

ment in the words, ‘By directing the thought of 
the young people to the service of the Church, both as a 
vocation and as an avocation.” “It shaH be the duty of 
the Life Service Secretary to secure from the ranks of 
the Luther League of America recruits for life service 
in the various departments of the Church at home and 


abroad.” The duty and privilege of the Department is 
at once made very clear. But how carry on in so vital 
a work? 


I—Appreciate the Largeness and Importance of the Task 


When all of us once are fully awake we shall be com- 
pelled to agree with the words of John R. Mott, when he 
says, “Recruited for the leadership of the Christian 
forces is the most important single thing we have to do. 
We have lost our perspective and our sense of propor- 
tion if we think any work more highly multiplying, more 
profitable than drawing young men and women into 
Christian Service.” 

II—The Starting Point 


The civil engineer has a starting point for his 
measurements. He starts with sea level. So the Chris- 
tian has a starting point—correct—unwavering—cons- 
tant, the same yesterday, today and forevermore. The 
starting point for the Christian is a Perfect Ideal—a 
Perfect Expression of life \purpose. We choose Jesus 
because of what He did and what He was—the Saviour 
of men, the perfect Son of God—God Incarnate. He 
is the only standard which the Christian dare follow, 
hence ideals, purpose and objectives which He rejected 
must be rejected by the Christian youth. 


Il1I—Pledged to Christ, Therefore to 
Definite Personal Service 


True religion to Jesus Christ was not a professional 
piety. To Him, service held a most central place. We 
need but recall the parable of the Good Samaritan 
(Luke 10:30-37) or one of the more solemn utterances 
where the standing of the dead before the throne of 
God depended on whether they had fed the hungry, 
clothed the naked, given drink to the thirsty, visited the 
imprisoned and sick (Matt. 25:31-46). Again He said, 
“The Son of Man came not to be ministered unto but 
to minister and to give his life a ransom for many” 
(Matt. 20:28); “He that is greatest among you shall 
be your servant” (Matt. 23:11); “I am in the midst of 
you as he that serveth” (Luke 22:27). There is no use 
for anyone to call himself a disciple of such a Master 
if he does not possess the spirit and know the meaning of 
service. “My meat is to do the will of Him that sent 
me and to finish His work.” ‘Truly a life lost in serv- 
ice, one which found its happiness, its true joy in being 
a loyal Son of God. That is the program He gave to the 
twelve, to the seventy and to every professing Christian 
since and now. Upon uniting with the Church we defi- 
nitely pledged ourselves to that program in its entirety. 
We cannot serve two masters and he who is not for Him 
is against Him. We either keep our confirmation vow 
or we do not keep it. There is no neutral ground. If 


we are genuine disciples we recognize that God has a 
program for the reconstruction of the world and that 
to fellowship in this glorious task every disciple of 
Christ has been called; and in that fellowship we find 
our true road to genuine happiness. 


IV—A Great Purpose—A Worthy Object 


A Christian life can in the last analysis have but 
one purpose and that is the purpose Jesus had for his 
own life—God and the Kingdom of God. To the 
Master, God and His Kingdom represented the highest 
good for which men might strive. “The object of Jesus 
was to induce men to base all life on God and his method 
was to base all His own life on that Supreme Person. His 
teachings for other men lie firmly in His beliefs and 
principles for Himself.” 


Life Service Study Classes 


We, as Lutherans, lay great stress on what we be- 
lieve to be a great truth, viz:—the Word,—the Bible is 
the chief Means of Grace. God reveals Himself, His 
Son, His plans for us and our purpose for being alive, 
through His Word. We believe the Bible to be the 
chief vehicle or means through which the Holy Spirit 
now imparts Himself to us and works in and through us. 


If our belief is correct, as we think certainly it is, 
we should be consistent in our application of this con- 
viction. The value and efficacy of Life Service Study 
Classes is based on the above conviction. Purely in- 
spirational rallies and meetings no doubt have their value 
and often do bring a vision of world need to youth but 
more can certainly be accomplished if these inspira- 
tional meetings are preceded by “seed-sowing” in the 
form of a definite and constructive study of God’s revela- 
tion of the real purpose of living as set forth in His 
Word. If we place ourselves in a position where the 
Word can interpret life for us, and then have the world 
opportunities placed before us, a decision as to where 
and how we shall apply the definite decision and pledge 
we made to do personal service on our Confirmation day, 
will be made far more easily and satisfactorily. “Trust 
in God with all Thy heart, and lean not upon thine 
own understanding: In all thy ways acknowledge Him 
and He will direct thy paths,” is not a worn-out admoni- 
tion. 

We also believe the human mind works in a syste- 
matic order. We understand that we have intellect, 
sensibility and will and that the mind works in about 
the foregoing order. First we must know, then we are 
sensible of or feel that our knowledge should be placed 
into action then we will or act. Life Service Classes 
are essential because of the above two reasons. 

They are effective because of the time in the lives 
of youth in which they are conducted. Life decisions 
are made early in life. Statistics show that the first 
impulse toward life-decision in the vast majority of 
cases, is received before the sixteenth year; that under 
Proper vocational guidance, these impulses lead in a 
great majority of definite decisions before the nineteenth 
year. Sixty per cent of all males and seventy-two per 
cent of all females, make their religious decisions before 
the eighteenth birthday. Seventy per cent of all ‘young 
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people go to college with their life intentions pretty defi- 
nitely fixed. Life Service Study Classes and the Luther 
League,—do they have a challenging sphere? The ask- 
ing of the question answers it. ; 


Life Service Decision Cards 


We are definitely pledged to personal service at 
Confirmation. That entirely forestalls the ejecting of 
any such pledge or purpose in the work of recruiting. 
The whole purpose of these cards is to record the field 
of labor and get information as to what youth is think- 
ing about that it may be of help in the giving of desired 
and needed information. And who of us have not, at 
some period in life, wished and hoped for more help 
and information in guiding us in the correct and worthy 
investment of life? These cards, if rightly used, will 
serve a great purpose and have a very ligitimate field. 


Be sure to send for the new Life Service Pamphlet, 
“Follow Me’. In it the General Life Service Secretary 
has outlined just what is expected of State or Synod- 
ical, District and Local Life Service Secretaries. Then 
you want the New Life Service Card now ready.

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LEADERSHIP THAT COUNTS 


Do we ever stop to think how 
the organizations of which we 
are a part and whose privileges 
and benefits we today enjoy, had 
their beginnings? Take the 
Junior League for instance. How 
many know that the first suc- 
cessful Junior League was or- 
ganized in Grace Church, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., on Friday, October 
22, 1897, and that it has ever 
since been functioning and’ to- 
day is one of the most success- 
ful and active of all the Junior 
Luther Leagues? The Juniors 
of Grace Church celebrated the 
30th Anniversary of the found- 
ing of their society on Sunday 
afternoon, October 23, 1927 with 
an Anniversary service in their 
church. Juniors, former Juniors 
and friends were present to help 
celebrate the occasion. A very 
fine program was _ presented, 
Juniors and former Juniors tak- 
ing a large part in the program. 

Grace Church is a little frame church, which modestly sets, 
crowded in between two homes, in a thickly populated section of 
Pittsburgh, called Spring Garden. Rev. G Mueller is the 
present pastor. 


Mr. Charles Fuhr was the first Superintendent of the League. 
His connection with the Junior League came about in this way. 
Mr. Fuhr, with some other young men of First Church, Pittsburgh, 
volunteered their services as teachers in the afternoon Sunday 
School in Grace Church. He became active in* the Senior League 
in Grace Church shortly after starting his work there, and became 
President. At about this time, the 1897 Pennsylvania State League 
Convention was held, and some Grace Leaguers attended. At 
this convention the question of organizing Junior Luther Leagues 
was discussed, but no formal action was taken on the matter. The 
Grace Leaguers returned home very’ much enthused with the idea 
of Junior Luther League, and they proposed organizing one in 
Grace Church. Miss Alice Crickenberger and Mr. Fuhr were chosen 
as a committee to organize a Junior League. Mr. Fuhr was chosen 
as Superintendent. Miss Crickenberger acted as first President. 
Mr. Fuhr, after being placed into office, took up his new work 
with enthusiasm. 


Mr. Fuhr, in his talk ‘‘Reminiscences and Prophecy” at the 
Anniversary Service, recounted many interesting incidents in con- 
nection with the first League. The League was organized on a 
Friday with thirteen charter members, all girls. On the following 
Sunday, the membership was increased to twenty-five, there being 
twenty-four girls and one boy.’ The Vice-President, a girl, gave 
up her office because she had no regular duty and only functioned 
when the President was absent. A Junior Choir was organized. 
Some years later, another Junior Choir was organized, which 
went about and rendered music at different churches, hospitals 
and conventions. The present Choir, with the exception of one, is 
composed of former Juniors. All of the organists who have served 
in Grace since the Junior League was organized, were former 
Juniors. Former Juniors from Grace are today active in churches 
in Pittsburgh and in various parts of the United States. Grace 
Junior League was admitted to. Pittsburgh District in May, 1900. 


Rev. G. E. Swoyer, a former pastor of the church, but now 
pastor of Mt. Zion, N. S., gave a very inspiring talk. His relation 
of the story of Knute Iverson, the boy to whom a statute is 
being erected in Chicago, was very touching. This story proves 
that even children can have the courage of their convictions. Rev. 
Swoyer so appropriately) worded a tribute to Mr. Fuhr in closing 
when he said, ‘Mr. Fuhr’s thirty years of work with the Juniors 
was reflected not only in the people of Grace Church, but in the 
people of many other churches.” 


The Choir, composed of former Juniors, sang an anthem. 
Six Juniors presented “Our Junior League Aims.” Mrs. Ida M. 
Hull, a former Junior, sang a solo. Letters and telegrams of con- 
gratulation were read, a total of 88, were received from all over 
the country, from British Columbia to the Virgin Islands and 
Porto Rico, and from Nova Scotia to Texas and California. 


The Anniversary Service and the 30th year of existence of the 
Junior Luther League of Grace Church was fittingly closed with 
a prayer by Rev. Mueller, thanking God for the 30 prosperous 
years of the Junior League in Grace Church. 

After the service Mr. Fuhr was congratulated by his many 
friends for his successful work in Grace Church and many well 
wishes expressed for success in his future work among the Juniors.

TWENTY-SEVENTH CONVENTION OF THE COLUMBIA 
DISTRICT LUTHER LEAGUE THE DALLES, 
OREGON, October 7, 8 and 9, 1927 


The twenty-seventh convention of the Columbia District Luther 
League met in Zion Lutheran Church, The Dalles, Oregon, Rev. 
W. I. Eck, Pastor. 

Registration of delegates and assignments to homes at 7.30. P. M. 

.Vespers were read by Rev. W. I. Eck, followed by address 
of welcome by Rohert Austin, local president, to which response 
was given by Ralph Luedtke, District Vice-President. This was 
followed by the singing of the convention hymn, “He Calleth Me” 
which was composed by Gladys Adling of Vancouver. The sermon, 
‘““Whole-hearted Service,” was given by Rev. C. Almen of 
Astoria, and the offertory solo, ‘‘God’s Love” was sung by Miss 
Minna Schassen, after which followed announcements by the Dis- 
trict President and the singing of the Luther League Rally Hymn. 


The business session on Saturday at 8:30 was opened with 
singing led by Miss Olive Abrahamson of Portland, followed by 
a short devotional led by Rev. Lief Awes, convention Chaplain. 


An application by the Eugene Luther League was read to 
join the district. A verbal application to join the district was made 
by the Salem Luther League. Upon motion applicants were given 
the privilege of the floor. 

On motion these leagues were accepted as members. 

On motion, Redeemer Intermediate League of Portland, Ore- 
gon, was transferred to the Senior League class in the district. 

The minutes of last convention were read and approved. 

The President then gave her report, a mimeographed copy 
of which is attached to these minutes. The President also read a 
night letter of greeting from Mr. Dittmer, National President, 
urging the district ‘to oversubscribe to the South American Budget 
and to send more than one delegate to the Omaha Convention. 


The Vice-President’s report showed that several of the leagues 
had been visited during the year by himself and other members of 
the executive board and that he had arranged for and_ presided 
at the regular executive committee meeting held in Vancouver 
during June. 

Corresponding Secretary’s report indicated a great deal of 
work during the past year, that she had performed all duties 
required of her, including all correspondence, statistical report, 
questionnaires, lists of members, etc., and she expressed her thanks 
for the cooperation she had received. 

On motion the reports were referred to Resolution Committee. 

On motion, the Treasurer’s report, a copy of which is hereto 
attached, was referred to the Auditing Committee. 

The Missionary committee reported good progress in its work 
save for two or three of the newer leagues. 

The Educational Committee reported having sent letters to all 
committee members but had not received many replies, and while 
she had received no definite information, she feels the leagues 
are working along this line. 

The Life Service Committee reported having sent out letters 
containing literature on life service to all Leagues in February 
and received encouraging reports from St. James and Zion Leagues, 
both of whom had put on programs. 

The Junior League Committee reported one Junior League in 
Memorial Church Astoria, with a membership of 16 and _ that 
regular Sunday services are held; that material had been sent out 
for this purpose’ throughout the whole district, but no other Junior 
League has been reported. 

The press committee reported giving the District write-ups 
in all Lutheran periodicals as well as in local papers, and that 
100 bulletins are sent out just about every month, 20 outside the 
league and 80 in the district. 

Extension Committee, no report. Absent. 

Finance Committee reported total paid on budget, $102.91, the 
quota having been $103.41, three leagues slightly oversubscribing 
and but one undersubscribing. The quota for district dues was 
$37.50 with a total of $29.50 paid. 

Intermediate committee reported but one intermediate league 
formed, and that in Longview, with a membership of 13. ‘This 
league seems to be very active. 

On motion the reports were referred to Resolution Committee. 

The presentation of the Presidents banner for District Goals 
was based upon the mimeographed copy hereto attached. The 
district Goals committee again reports progress in this branch. 

The Auditing Committee reported the books correct.

A YOUNG FOLK’S PASTOR 


A: pastor recently said: “I was over to Pastor So- 
and-so’s Church last evening at a Luther League social. 
He jumped right into the games his young folks were 
playing like one of them. When things quieted down 
he started something. He dragged me into some of 
the stunts and I felt like a fool. But I did my best to 
be a good fellow and play like a youngster even though 
I didn’t feel like one. I think he thought I was stiff 
and too careful of my dignity. He is older than I am 
so I couldn’t beg off on the score of age. Now the 
question I am asking you is whether it is necessary to 
make a monkey of yourself in order to gain the good 
will of your young folks?” 

Our answer was a question to which we quite well 
knew the answer: ‘Your young folks seem to think a 
lot of you, don’t they?” ‘Yes’, he said, “they do seem 
to.” Of course they did! We are not all alike. Even 
fathers differ greatly in their relation to their children. 
Both types of fathers make a success of fatherhood. 
The main thing is to be natural in relation with every- 
body, young and old. If a pastor feels like a fool play- 
ing games with his young folks, he, no doubt, looks and 
acts like one. If he shows his good will in other ways, 
he will be just as much loved and appreciated. On the 
other hand some pastors can share completely the social 
life of their young folks and keep that measure of 
dignity necessary for effective service. Let temperament 
and training guide.

IN THE CHURCH 
Acts 9 :36-43 


To Leaders: Assign the references in advance as found in 
the body of the topic treatment and have them read as you come 
to them in your talk. Send for enough “‘Deaconess Catechisms” 
to give to all your young women. They are free. Also take the 
opportunity to circulate Life Service Cards. Talk this over with 
your Life Service Secretary. They are 10 cents per dozen or 75 
cents per hundred. Two pamphlets will help you prepare—‘Follow 
Me” 5 cents and “Life Service Program” 2 cents. Have some 
prayers directed to the securing of at least one member of your 
League for full time service. If any one wants to know more of 
any suggested service opening, have them write their queries to 
Uncle Amos. The program will be made still more interesting if 
you can get some representative women in full time service to 
speak for a few minutes on their work. 


TOP 
Women in Religious Service 


lf we go back to Old Testament times we discover 
that women were used in the service of the Lord. 
Exodus 28:8 (Revised version). In the time of Josiah, 
after the captivity, “singing women” are mentioned 
several times in connection with temple services. Mir- 
iam, Deborah, Hannah and Huldah are examples of 
feminine service to Israel. The New Testament raises 
woman to a still higher place in the service of God. 
Mary, mother of Jesus, is only the first in a long and 
glorious line. Luke 8:2, 3; Matt. 27:55, 56; Luke 10: 
38-42; Acts 9:36; Romans 16:1, 2. Many additional 
instances could be given. The writings of the early 
Church fathers show that this type of self-sacrificing 
service was continued. The normal service of woman 
in the Church, was corrupted very early into the female 
orders with their vows of virginity. Luther freed the 
monastery and the nunnery of the slave-like life of the 
inmates and again brought back normal conditions of 
service. 


Today 


The right of woman to work by the side of men 
in the service of the Church is undisputed. In the local 
congregations and more and more in responsible posi- 
tions in the Church-at-large woman has a well merited 
power. Woman’s consecration is too often equalled 
only by the willingness of their husbands and brothers 
to let them do the hard tasks in Church life. The 
Women’s Missionary Society has educated the women 
of the United Lutheran Church and organized them for 
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a service vital to the program of the Church. It has 
developed a leadership as alert and as loving of the 
Lord as any group in the Church. Other woman’s 
organizations have also played their part in producing 
a woman-power that the Church must take seriously into 
consideration. 


What Open Doors? 


We are thinking now of full-time Church service for 
women. It goes without further argument that women 
have a place in Church work. Historically this has been 
true and practically this is true today. The work of 
the Lord must be done and woman will joyfully devote 
herself to the task of world evangelization. She will 
share with man both the burdens and the honors of 
Christian service. But has the Church a place for the 
woman who, without family or other diverting obliga- 
tions, is willing to give her time, her talents and her 
energies to Church work? The answer will be found 
in the following suggestions for such service. 


The Diaconate 


A Deaconess, unmarried or a widow without chil- 
dren, for Jesus’ sake, joins a Motherhouse and is there- 
by freed from the problem of support or provision for 
old age. She may then give her life for the poor and 
needy, or in any place that the Church needs her services. 
There are about 400 Lutheran Deaconesses in this coun- 
try. They train for at least two years before going out 
to answer the calls of the Church. They are engaged in 
twenty-six or more kinds of service, depending on the 
peculiar talents and training of the Deaconesses. Some 
are in hospitals, orphanages and similar institutions of 
mercy, some are parish sisters, some do settlement and 
other inner mission work, others are across the seas in 
our mission fields. They receive no salary but are 


supported by an allowance from the Motherhouse. They 
wear a garb as a mark of their service. It assures re- 
spect and protection wherever they have to go. It is 


economical of time, strength and means and promotes 
a feeling of equality and fellowship among the Sisters. 
They take no vow as to marriage and may leave their 
calling at any time if they feel it is the Lord’s will. 
The call for Deaconesses is constantly increasing and no 


- young woman could invest her life to better advantage 


The Parish Secretary or Worker 

This form of service is also becoming increasingly 
popular. Much of the service performed is similar to 
that which a Parish Sister would do. Under direction 
of the Pastor of the Church numberless details of parish 
life are looked after. Letters are written, publicity pre- 
pared, records kept, calls made, organizations directed 
and a great deal of valuable time often devoted to such 
obligations by a Pastor is freed for more important 
service. 


The Church School Teacher 
With the development of the program of religious 


~~education in the local Church more and more openings

are going to be ready for the well trained young woman. 
Our Church has been slower than some of the other 
communions to enlist its young women in this kind of 
service, but many parishes are now calling young women 
to places on their Church staff instead of ordained 
young men. 
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The Inner Mission Worker 

Our cities are generally organized for some type 
of inner mission service, especially where there are 
several Lutheran Congregations, A great deal of the 
work of our Inner Mission Societies is being done by 
women. ‘Training in the principles of relief for poverty, 
for service to certain types of labor, for ministry to 
foreign language groups, for service in backward rural 
and mountain communities, for visiting nursing and 
many other like challenging opportunities await in this 
interesting field. 


The Foreign Missionary 
Some of the finest service done for Christ in non- 
Christian lands is being done by women missionaries. 
Dr. Anna Kugler has gone back to India at 72 years 
of age after 44 years of heroic service. She is founder 
of our great Guntur Hospital and its chief surgeon. 
Her life is a call to our young women to give their 
lives for Christ overseas. As doctors, nurses, teachers, 
evangelists, there is opportunity unlimited for the most 

satisfying service one can find anywhere. 


Outside the Church 
It is unnecessary to speak of the numberless posi- 
tions awaiting the consecrated young woman in the Y. 
W. C. A., in Camp Fire, Girl Scout, Associated Charities, 
Social Service Agencies and the like. Keeping to the 
supreme motive of service to the world for the love of 
Jesus Christ, these are real open doors for life service. 


What of Your Life? 

Is your life service settled? If not, whether young 
man or young woman, make it a matter of serious, 
prayerful consideration. Be prepared now to assert “I 
will not drift into my life work. I solemnly covenant 
with God that I will earnestly seek until I find where I 
can be most effectively used by Him.”

In your whole attitude 
toward the subject as leader, show that you consider choosing a 
life-partner as one of the major choices of life, with possibilities for 
happiness or ruin involved. Discussion questions—l. Ask three 
young men to name five essentials for the ideal young woman? 
2. Ask three young ladies to name five essentials for the ideal young 
man? Have a blackboard and list these answers. Take out the 
duplicates and then ask for additional essentials from the Leaguers. 
When you have the essentials all on the board, let the League vote 
on the five most essential for the ideal young man and another five 
most essential for the ideal young woman. Send in your results 
to Uncle Amos. 3. Should the faith of a prospective life-partner 
enter into consideration? 4. What part can the Luther League 
play in the choice of life-partners? 5. Should the Church have a 
social program? 6. How long should young folks keep company 
before marriage? Debate—Resolved that ill-considered choice of life 
partners is a greater cause of unhappiness in the world than 


disease.

A Sanctioned Relationship 


Christ did not have much to say of the social cus- 
toms of His day. Next week under the subject “Are 
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the Teachings of Jesus up to date?” we will consider 
why this was so. But with regard to marriage He 
seemed to go out of His way to give it sanction, He 
welcomed the questions of the Pharisees (Matt. 19:3) 
and of the Sadducees (Matt. 22:23) on the subject and 
answered them so forcefully and clearly that they were 
astonished at His teaching (Matt. 22:33). 


A Serious Responsibility 


We make marriage and courting such a joke these 
days and think of divorce so lightly that we forget what 
Jesus taught about marriage (Matt. 19:5, 6). Professor 
Bruce, the great Hebrew scholar, tells us that “flesh” 
as used in this verse, means the entire man, his whole 
nature. It means a unity of soul as well as body. A 
unity of sympathy, interest and purpose. Paul adds 
his testimony in as to the union of natures in marriage 
(Eph. 5:25-33). It is such a vital union that Christ 
allows only one possible reason for divorce and that— 
adultery on the part of either partner. 

We have one short life to live and to be tied up 
for life to a daily companion who has different aims for 
life, is fussy and temperamental about unimportant 
things, has no sense of spiritual values and above all, 
is incarnate selfishness, that is enough to ruin any life. 
Lives are made happy or tragic by the proper or im- 
proper choice of a life partner. We should, therefore, 
prayerfully consider some of the essentials we ought 
to seek in a life partner. 


Material Considerations 


Worry over poverty has ruined many a home. So 
has too much wealth. Perhaps this material consider- 
ation is the least of all in importance. Ambition with- 
out greed, ability to support and good sense in spending 
are worth thinking about. 


Length of Acquaintance 


A very small proportion of hasty marriages succeed. 
Be sure you know your intended well enough to be sure 
of congeniality. A ceremony of ten or fifteen minutes 
rewards you with one who will intimately share your 
life. Some one has said, “Remember you will have to 
face your life-partner over the table two or three times 
a day for all of the rest of life. Ask yourself seriously 
whether you are equal to that before you propose.” 
A not too long engagement, but decidedly a not too 
short engagement, is insurance against mistaken mar- 
riage. 


Common Interests 


Interests can be acquired. It may take some effort 
but it is worth the effort to become interested in your 
prospective life-partner’s interests. ‘This advice applies 
to both parties, One must not dominate the other. We 
must break up self-centered lives and if we ask another 
to share our interests we also must share theirs. Watch 
for a willingness to compromise interests. 


Courtesy 


There is a good deal of “front” put on that is called 
courtesy. Essential courtesy is an inner quality. Un- 
selfish love is the foundation. Watch your friend’s 
treatment of others besides yourself. What about the 
parents? A young man or woman who is not thoughtful 
of parents will be a very hazardous choice. 
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Disposition 

Hot tempers are pretty uncomfortable tenants of 
any home. Fits of the “blues” may make a pretty sad 
business of life. We have often pitied wives and hus- 
bands who suffered for many long years with a tem- 
peramental life-partner. Faults in disposition can be 
overcome but the fight must begin before marriage or it 
is not likely to start after marriage. 


Faith 

It is dangerous to marry outside the household of 
your faith. In exceptional cases it proves successiul, 
but usually because one partner changes faith to con- 
form to the other. It is ideal for the young folks of a 
Church to find mates in,the Church family. You should 
make no marriage about which you can not go to God 
in prayer. Do your best to discover His will for your 
life choices, all of them. 


Love 

There is so much sentimental trash to be heard and 
read about love that one hesitates to speak of it. Love 
is not attraction to a pretty face or athletic shoulders. 
It is an attraction of character to character, of soul to 
soul, that makes the union seem essential for a happy 
life. True love does not blind, it does make allowances 
and it is absolutely unselfish. Without love no other 
consideration is sufficient reason for marriage. A great 
deal of modern thought makes love little more than the 
attraction between mating beasts. Marriage was vastly 
more to Christ. It must be gloriously more to us.

TOEIC 


Principles—Not Rules 

In Robert E. Speer’s “The Principles of Jesus” the 
following paragraph is found: “Following in Jesus’ 
steps is not wearing the sort of clothes which He wore. 
Neither is it merely the possession of a sweet feeling 
towards all men irrespective of the moral life. It is the 
application to conduct today under its changed condi- 
tions of the principles which found expression in the life 
and teaching of Jesus nineteen hundred years ago, but 
which, because they are principles, are not local, tran- 
sient and personal, but universal and abiding. 

These principles found one application in His life. 
He lives in His own age and country, and He fitted Him- 
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self to His time and the people among whom He moved. 
We live in another age and the methods and problems 
of our life are different; but the same principles that 
guided Him are to guidé us. He washed His disciples’ 
feet, for example, and told them, ‘Ye also ought to wash 
one another’s feet. Now that teaches us not that we 
should preserve the custom of foot-washing, but that the 
principle of humility and service should rule us now as 
it ruled him then.” 
Study Required 

We accept without argument that Jesus was always 
right. The right thing to do in this day and age will 
be discovered in a prayerful study of His life. How 
did He meet the problems of His day? On what prin- 
ciples were His choices in life based? If we know His 
life well enough we will be in a position to answer the 
question “What would Jesus do. today?” 
“The Proper Man” as Luther called Him. A study of 
His life will help us to proper action under every cir- 
cumstance. 

Let us take up a few of the problems of living 
and discover how up-to-date are the principles Jesus 
taught. 


The Problem of Pleasure 


What about thinking too much about food and 
dress? Matt. 6:19-34. Did He enjoy social life? John 
2:1, 2; Luke 5:29; Luke 13:26. What did He think of 
waste, extravagance, prodigality, vulgar display and the 
like? Luke 12:19-21. What opportunities did He seek 
in social intercourse? Matt. 9:10-13. What applica- 
tions would you make of Luke 11:41 and I Corinthians 
8:13? On the basis of these references and others you 
may recall what would Jesus praise and condemn in 
modern social life? Is Jesus up-to-date in 1928 in 
His teaching on Pleasure? 


The Problem of Wealth 


Wealth is a problem today. Evidently it was in 
Jesus’ day for He has much to say about it. Did he 
think that wealth was dangerous? Was there any hope 
for the rich man? Mark 10:23-27. What makes wealth 
s@ dangerous? Matt. 6:24. What kind of treasures does 
He approve and why? Matt. 6:19, 20: What about the 
permanency of wealth? Luke 12:16-20. What does He 
mean by calling riches deceitful? Matt. 13:22. How did 
money enter into His own life? Mark 14:10, 11. Did He 
denounce money itself? John 12:6; 13:29; Matt. 25: 
14-30. What would Jesus praise and condemn in the 
modern use of wealth? Is Jesus up-to-date in 1928 in 
His teaching on wealth? : 


The Problem of Truth 


A New York City judge said recently that the cases 
of perjury were almost innumerable and were undermin- 
ing the whole judicial system. Lies in business and 
social life are taken for granted as signs of smartness. 
What of Jesus and truth? John 8:45. Who is the source 
of lies? John 8:44. Could His disciples trust Him? John 
- 14:2. Would He compromise the truth to keep dis- 
ciples? Matt. 19:21; John 6:26, 60-66. To keep from 
perplexing His friends? Mark 8:31, 32; John 16:17. To 
save His life? John 18: 5-8; Mark 14:62. Would Jesus 
justify any lie today? Can we think of Jesus lying 
out of any situation in 1928? Is Jesus up-to-date in 
1928 in His teaching on Truth? 


He was — 
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And So 
We might go on and study Jesus’ life and teachings 
as they apply to sin, to political life, to the treatment of 
enemies, to the problem of divorce, to the relief of the 
poor and diseased, to international relations, to the 
choice for life service and to all the stirring questions 
of modern life. We should discover that Jesus has an 
answer for every problem. Not in the form of a law 
or rule, but in the form of a principle which, taken into 
men’s hearts, will lead them to choose and follow the 
right. The teachings of Jesus are up-to-date. They 

are the only hope of the world. 
Said Daniel Webster, “Whatever makes men good 

Christians, makes them good citizens.”

First Sunday in Lent 
OUR WORK IN THE WEST INDIES 
Acts 16:8-15 

Leader: When you were a child did you ever look 
at a map and think that you would like ,to play the 
game of stepping from one island to another in the 
West Indies group, just as you played stepping from 
one stone to another in the stream that wasn’t too deep 
for you to risk a misstep? 1200 islands in the small 
space belonging to the West Indies look on the map 
as if we could step from one island to another. If we 
could do this we would travel two thousand miles in a 
semi-circle from the coast of Florida down to the South 
American continent. Though many of the islands are 
uninhabited, eight million people would bid us welcome 
as we passed from island to island. 


The Mistake of Columbus—How the West Indies 


Got Their Name 


(Talk based on the voyage of Columbus; his belief that _he had 
reached the western shores of India; his landing in Porto Rico on 
his second trip; and Ponce de Leon’s impression of the riches of 
the island of Porto Rico.) 


Leader: In the previous program, the work of our 
new Board of American Missions was outlined by Dr. 
F, F. Fry, who is Executive Secretary of the Board. 
Attention was called in this program to the fact that 
our work in the West Indies is in charge of the Board 
of American Missions. We are indebted to Dr. Fry for 
most of our program material. 


The Lure of the West Indies and the History of the 
Start of Our Mission Work in Porto Rico 

Dr. Fry says: “Have you ever thought of making 
a trip to the West Indies? Right now is the best season 
to go. The “Switzerland of America,” Theodore Roose- 
velt called it. I met a globe trotter a short time ago 
who told me that Porto Rico is more beautiful in 
February and March and has a balmier climate than any 
other country on the map. He went so far as to liken 
it to Paradise in the matter of scenic splendor. He be- 
came so enthusiastic and -waxed so eloquent that I have 
followed the example of the Queen of Sheba in going 
and seeing for myself. While you are reading these 
words, Mrs. Fry and I are in the West Indies visiting 
all of our missions and meeting face to face all of our 
missionaries, deaconesses, clerks, teachers, and workers, 
a real upstanding group. Naturally I cannot report 
my impression and experiences at this time but I am 
on the tiptoe of expectant interest. 

“Read the advertisements in the current number of 
any popular magazine and count the winter cruises at- 
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tractively displayed by travel agents. Talk about the 
lure of the South; here is the land of perpetual sun- 
shine and endless summer. One thing it lacks, and 
lacks distressingly—Religion. 

“Of the hundreds of islands in the West Indies our 
Board of American Missions has work in only four. 
Hundreds of others need the Gospel as proclaimed by 
the Church of the Reformation but the stations now 
established are not enough to exhaust our resources in 
men and money. 

“The history of our start reads like a romance. In 
the days of the Spanish-American War when most of 
our Leaguers were too young for the Junior League, our 
young men were thrilled by America’s defense of the 
oppressed in Cuba. Among the men who were drawn 
to this land of adventure was a Theological Student 
from the Swedish Seminary. 

“On the Sunday morning after the occupation of San 
Juan, he was walking the streets of the old city when 
suddenly a door flew open on the opposite side of the 
narrow street and a voice called to him, “Are you a 
man of God?” He was amazed to hear that question 
in English. Before he could recover his surprise the 
voice was heard again, “Are you a man of God?” The 
stranger was from the Danish West Indies where 
English was spoken and he was a Protestant and a 
Lutheran. Up to this time no Protestant services had 
been held in Porto Rico. Spanish is the native language 
and the Church of Rome held these Islanders under its 
dominion, Was there any valid reason why these Ameri- 
cans could not have a Lutheran service? No sooner was 
the query raised than it was answered clearly and to 
the point. Gathering together his family and a few 
others who had also emigrated from the Danish West 
Indies, a service was held in his house that Sunday 
morning. It was probably the first Protestant service 
and certainly the first Lutheran service in Porto Rico. 

“For 400 years the people had been under the most 
ignorant of Roman Priests and had lost all respect for 
the Church. It was difficult to persuade them to believe 
' that the missionaries were not after some selfish object. 
But through sickness and discouragement, success and 
failure, our little band of missionaries kept on until to- 
day we have missions in the Puerta de Tierra and Gandul 
sections of the city of San Juan; in Catano across the 
bay, two missions in Bayamon, in Dorado, in Toa Baja, 
in Palo Seco, in Juan Domingo, and with every mission 
several preaching points in the neighboring villages. 

“Our property interests in Porto Rico are now over 
$100,000 and while it is still owned by the Board of 
American Missions it is hoped that the day will soon 
come when the people will be able to assume a large 
measute of self-support and self-government. In addi- 
tion to the work of preaching and teaching the Board 
is helping the people in a material way and teachers 
have been provided for the kindergartens and a regis- 
tered nurse, a graduate of one of our Lutheran Hospitals, 
has been doing marvelous work of relief among the 
poor, especially among the many little children of the 
very poor. Surely you are acquainted with the stirring 
record of rescue work of many of God’s little ones. 
Are you investing anything in their precious lives? 

“The great hope of the Island is centered in its 
youth and the young people of our congregations are 
a choice group of young people. They are greatly in- 
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terested in the Luther League and every church has an 
active Society. They study the ‘topics in Spanish as 
they are translated and published in El Testigo, our 
Lutheran monthly.” 

Leader: In addition to our work in Porto Rico, we 
have mission stations in three of the Virgin Islands 
group: St. Thomas, St. John and St. Croix. Our property 
in St. Thomas is very valuable, consisting of a large 
and beautiful church with the mission house adjoining 
it and also an old people’s home. The parsonage stands 
next to the Governor’s house and is almost as large. 
Dr. Fry’s letter tells of our entrance in this work. 


Dr. Fry’s Letter 


“Our Church’s entrance into the Virgin Islands came 
at the time of the great World War. Denmark sold the 
fifty-three Islands which had been under her sway for 
300 years, to the United States for $25,000,000. The 
treaty of transfer contained a clause that was not 
acceptable to the United States. It seemed to require 
the United States to assume responsibility for several 
churches and parsonages. At length the matter was 
adjusted at least to the satisfaction of the governments 
concerned. But it left the churches in a predicament. 

“The Danish National Church, through the Bishop, 
sent them a pathetic letter of farewell and granted the 
churches autonomy. He recommended that they con- 
nect themselves with the Lutheran Church in this country 
and promised to continue the Danish pastors until 
this could be done. A delegation came to the General 
Council in Philadelphia in 1917 and a Board for the 
care of the Churches in the Virgin Islands was con- 
stituted which later on was merged into the West Indies 
Board and now into the Board of American Missions. 

“The property of the five congregations thus com- 
ing under our Board is valued at more than $125,000 
and could not be replaced today for twice that sum. The 
churches are beautiful and all are historical. One has 
the honor of having had the Lutheran faith preached in 
it in the English language for a longer period than any 
other church building in the world.” 


Works of Mercy Connected with Our Missions » 


There are included in our missions various works 
of mercy—Old People’s Homes, Children’s Homes and 
Orphanages. Two homes for sick and neglected babies 
were established by the late Dowager Queen Louise, 
of Denmark. After the transfer these were the first 
objects to be supported by the Women’s Missionary 
Societies in America. 

There are also schools. The report published by 
the former West Indies Board in speaking of Kinder- 
gartens, says: “Although the church at home seems 
not to realize the power of the Christian kindergarten, 
missionaries on a field where primary education is 
sadly neglected are fully awake to its influence and are 
doing everything possible to establish as many kinder- 
gartens as the return on apportionment will permit. 
The very fact that the children from our church schools 
are given the first opportunity for vacancies in the public 
schools demonstrates the excellent character of the 
work our missionaries are doing. The educational ad- 
vance brought about through the American occupation 
in the West Indies has been most remarkable, but the 
desire of the people for education is so great that it 
seems impossible, with the present political situation, to 
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levy taxes sufficient to provide adequate schools. A great 
opportunity is, therefore, offered the church to mould 
the lives of thousands of children under the ages of 
eight and ten years who are now running wild in the 
midst of shocking immoral environments.” 


Leader: Teachers are not so plentiful in the West 
Indies as they are in America. Porto Rico is not so 
far away that some of our young teachers who are 
seeking positions might not become interested in the 
lure of the West Indies and find joy in service in the 
school rooms of Porto Rico and the Virgin Islands. 


Dr. Fry’s Statement About West Indians in New York 


“The people are not prosperous as the islands are 
not self-supporting. As a consequence there is a con- 
stant emigration to New York City where for 50 years 
these colored Lutherans have been coming. Our 
Lutheran Church in 25 years lost more than 3000 of 
these sincere people whose color excluded them from 
our established congregations. Since the organization 
of the United Lutheran Church, however, an effort has 
been made to reach these people and in Harlem, New 
York City, a congregation of over 600 West Indians 
has resulted. Here our people can find a tangible 
‘result of mission work. It is most interesting to come 
‘into this church with its unusual liturgical service, using, 
of course, the common service but set to Gregorian 
music, using also the vestments of the Danish Church, 
and singing German Chorales with a fervor and devo- 
tion that is not to be found outside of Germany. Their 
loyal financial support of the Church is an inspiration to 
all. Needless to add the Luther League is one of the 
churches assets.” 
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Additional Statements from the Report of the 
West Indies Board Minutes 


“The efforts of the Board to conserve the results 
of our missionaries’ labors on the field by caring for the 
West Indians who were coming to New York City have, 
under the blessing of God, developed into one of the 
Church’s most successful mission enterprises. Had 
the United Lutheran Church come into existence twenty 
years earlier, the Lutheran Church would have been in 
rank of the churches in that unique city of Harlem, 
a city known the world over as the greatest negro city 
in history, the Mecca of all the ambitious among those 
in whose veins flows the slightest trace of negro blood. 


“Our mission, the Church of the Transfiguration, is 
located at 74 West 126th Street, New York. The con- 
gregation has grown at the rate of a hundred members 
a year and is today the largest colored Lutheran Church 
in America. The membership of this congregation is 
not entirely recruited from Lutheran Immigrants, for 
about thirty per cent have been received from other 
churches, and others have been won for Christ direct 
from the world. The people come literally from the 
ends of the earth, although the great majority are natur- 
ally from the West Indies. While this large member- 
ship of over 600 souls might imply a greater degree of 
self-support, this is not possible, since these people, 
because of their color, must take the jobs no one else 
will have, and on the other hand, because of their color 
must pay higher prices for inferior homes and food 
than white people pay for the best. Nevertheless, out 
of their poverty they are giving over $5000 annually for 
the support of the church.”

February 5, 1928 
TEAM-WORK WITH OTHER CHURCHES 
AND SOCIETIES 


Mark 9 :38-41 


Teamwork is absolutely essential to the success of any under- 
taking. Families that team together are happy families. Groups of 
boys and girls that team together in play are successful groups, etc. 
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Teaming together means adherence to a common 
leader and to a common set of rules. A football team 
of individual stars, playing their own game for their 
own glory, stand great chances of losing against a 
mediocre group of players, who play under one com- 
mand and for one another and their school. 

Christians teamed together accomplish more for 
their Lord than when opposed to one another. This be- 
ing the case, why have denominations? Why aren’t 
we all under the same denominational name? I can 
best answer this by referring to the modern system of 
football coaching. Instead of having one coach a team 
may have several, all working under the head coach. 
There is a line coach, a backfield coach, a coach for the 
ends, etc. Each coach trains his men in a way peculiar 
to their needs, but in accordance with one system that 
is intended to produce teamwork on the field of play. 

Are churches and societies opposed to one another 
simply because they bear denominational names? Our 
answer is, no. We need denominational Christianity, 
but we also need among denominations the same system 
of training as used by football coaches to produce team- 
work. 

Horses mated and trained together as colts make 
the best teams. That is why we mate as Lutherans, as 
Baptists, and so on, to train for a peculiar kind of work. 
But on the other hand the work to be done for Christ 
demands the combined effort of all available teams from 
all bodies of Christians. 

A common fault with groups of Christians is that 
because of their peculiar denominational training they 
think the work of the Lord can only be done by their 
methods. 

While we need denominational pulling together, we 
also need inter-church pulling together. Today we would 
study how we, as Lutheran boys and girls, ought to 
do teamwork with others. 

1—Teamwork with others first means teamwork 
with ourselves. Our Luther League has a kind of 
training best-fitted and most-needed for us as Lutherans. 
In the Intermediate Department we are teaming together 
to do certain things that will benefit us most and train 
us best for our peculiar work for the Lord. Every 
Intermediate League should adopt the Sixteen Point 
Program and earnestly go about meeting its require- 
ments. Likewise with every phase of the Intermediate 
program. On the other hand the other churches are 
busy teaming their youth together in common tasks 
peculiar to their needs. 

2—But the work we are being trained to do has 
many common aspects. We work for the same Lord. 
We have the same tools to work with. The field of 
labor is the same—humanity. That field is overrun 
with the same sin-weeds and needs. And the field is so 
large that every available worker is needed to produce 
some kind of harvest. 


How To Team Together 

1—Stop finding fault with the methods used by 
other truly Christian groups at work for Christ. Verse 
38 in our lesson tells us how John expressed jealousy 
of another, not one of the twelve, who was casting out 
devils in Christ’s name. The reply of Jesus in verse 39 
indicates that no group, no matter how close they may 
think themselves to be to Him, possesses all the power 
of discipleship. 
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2—Stop foolish and vain boasting about our own 
Church. No true Lutheran, while he has a right for 
many reasons to be proud of his church, will think the 
sun rises and sets on him. Be a Christian-Lutheran, 
not a Lutheran-Christian. : 

3—Co-operate with other young people’s groups in 
community, national and international tasks. If the 
young people of your community band together for a 
rally meeting, unite with them and contribute your share 
of the responsibility, etc. 

Many of our Luther Leagues are also affiliated with 
the Christian Endeavor Society. Our Luther League 
of America is affiliated with the Young Peoples’ Com- 
mission, with the Boy Scouts of America, etc. Thus 
we are trying to make a contribution, as well as receive 
the benefits that come from teamwork. 


February 12, 1928 
FAIR PLAY FOR OTHER RACES 
Ephesians 2:13-22; Matthew 7:12 

America has often been spoken of as the Melting Pot 
of the world. To our shores come the peoples from 
every nation under the sun. They move into our very 
midst, leaving hardly a community, large or small, with- 
out some foreign peoples. As a nation we permit them 
to come and in many instances need them. So as we 
take up today’s lesson it isn’t necessary for us to pro- 
ject our minds across the seas to benefit from its study, 
for because of the presence of “other races” among us 
we have a problem of Foreign Missions right at our 
front door. 

What Is Fair Play? 

We say playing the game according to a common 
set of rules, equally binding upon all players alike. In 
the christian life fair play is a requirement. Read Matt. 
7:12. Other races, not yet christian, among us, may not 
accept their share of the responsibility. Nevertheless, 
we, as Christians, must play fair. There is no other way. 


Why Fair Play? 

Because “we are His workmanship”, Eph. 2:10. 
In the christian sense there is no longer Jew, Greek or 
Gentile. All are one in Christ and meant for Christ. 
(Have read again Eph. 2:13-22 to appreciate how Christ 
became the cornerstone of righteousness and right con- 
duct for all races.) This fact requires that we do as 
Jesus did;—do good unto others. 


How Play Fairly? 

1—By thinking more of our duty as Christian boys 
and girls toward other races, than of their lack of re- 
spect toward us and our religion. While a few people 
among any race may show a disposition to hate all 
that is dear to us, the same is not true of the majority 
of them. Our duty is to raise the standards of other 
races, and not to cause them to despise christianity be- 
cause of a hatred for us. Treat other peoples aseman 
to man, not as inferiors, 

2—Teen age youth have a habit of calling foreigners 
bad names, or of saying nasty things about them. They 
think it is smart. Profane from such unchristian talk. 
If there is a Jew, a negro or a foreign boy or girl in 
your school or community prove to them by your con- 
duct that you are a Christian. Don’t drag yourself down 
to the level of cheap talk. 

_3—Help other races to rise in spiritual, moral and 
social life by encouraging those among them who are 
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striving to get an education. There are thousands of 
foreigners in our schools whose attitude of life and con- 
ception of christianity depends more upon our conduct 
toward them than upon any other cause. The Christian 
mission schools in heathen lands are sending many 
students to our schools to prepare for Christian work 
back home. We ought to play fair toward them. 

I once heard of a member of one of our Lutheran 
churches refusing to occupy her accustomed pew in 
church because a Hindu Christian was sitting in it. 
The woman was a member of the Missionary Society, 
too. The Hindu was a Lutheran, too. What would you 
do under similar circumstances? 

The crying need of other races is Christ, and the 
only sensible and adequate way to answer that need 
is by Christians living Christ in their everyday life. 

It is said that christianity is not popular in some 
heathen lands, but that the Y. M. C. A. is. The reason 
given being this: because of the way in which Christ 
is revealed as the Saviour of men through the Y. M. 
C. A., over against the denominational .emphasis of how 
you must be saved, There is some truth in that accusa- 
tion. Let us not be blameable for the same reason! 


February 19, 1928 
SPORTSMANSHIP—WINNING OR LOSING 
Philippians 4:10-13; I Samuel 24:1-15; II Samuel 9:9-13 

Sportsmanship in the sense it is used in our topic 
refers to the noble and worthwhile things of life. It 
isn’t our purpose to learn how to be “good sports” in 
things that tend to cheapen character and interfere with 
one’s usefulness as a Christian. Too often youth are 
challenged to be “good sports” by persons seeking 
worldly pleasure and selfish gain. Too often our phil- 
osophy of life urges us to be “good sports” and take a 
chance. In all such cases the wrong interpretation is 
put on “sportsmanship”. Trifling with the normal 
development of life and character makes of one a very 
“cheap sport”! Prov. 21:17. 


What Is Sportsmanship? 


Sportsmanship primarily has to do with the practice 
of sportsmen, skilled in field sports and in hunting wild 
life. A good sportsman is one who plays the game 
squarely and who does not take unfair advantage of an 
opponent. On the hunt he just couldn’t take a pot 
shot, that is, shoot into a covey of quail while they are 
huddled together in their ground nest; nor could he 
shoot at illegal game, much less shoot at all until he 
knew what he was shooting at. A sportsman is one 
who goes into the hunt more for the fun and fellow- 
ship of it and. for physical exercise, than for the amount 
of game he may kill. The number of trophies a team 
wins, or the size of the bag the hunter shoots, doesn’t 
necessarily determine the amount of sport derived. 

Carrying the meaning of sportsmanship over into 
everyday practices and experiences we find some good 
advice from the apostle Paul: “in whatsoever state you 
are, be content.” Phil. 4:11. Paul isn’t advising us to 
find satisfaction in an easy and carefree mode of life. 
H doesn’t say: eat, drink and be merry. He does say, 
however, that if in the act of pressing on toward the 
Christian goal of life we suffer setbacks, we should not 
become discouraged, not fret or find fault, but grit our 
teeth the harder and press on with greater determination. 
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Nor does he advise us to allow ourselves to become 
the victims of circumstance. Simply because one 
has fallen into a mud hole is he to remain in it and be 
content there? 

Instead Paul says: be good sportsmen—winning 
or losing. We can’t always win and there’s no need 
of always losing; so balance your gains with your losses 


and you'll find, Paul seems to say, you've much to be 
thankful for. 


Winning or Losing 

To win is desirable. No individual or group goes 
into a contest to lose. Winning requires mental effort, 
as well as physical effort; and to go into a game 
acknowledging defeat usually results in defeat, In all 
things we should seek to win. But the desire to win 
should be accompanied by the determination to play the 
part of sportsmen. 

No one was ever more determined and more con- 
fident of winning out in the contest to which he was 
called of God than was David, After his annointing 
as the successor of Saul he fearlessly met the giant 
Goliath and slew him. Then he met Saul himself and 
could have slain him too, but the rules of the contest 
required that he show mercy toward Saul, ISam. 24: 
1-15. Here David sensed what it meant to succeed 
honorably. He had Saul at his mercy and might con- 
scientiously have slain him, for Saul was seeking at 
the time to slay him. But David at this time in his 
career obeyed God and conscience. In contrast to his 
conduct here read II Sam. 11:1-17 to learn how David 
forsook fair play in satisfying base and selfish desires. 
For this sin David suffered great remorse and punish- 
ment. 

There should be no personal ill feeling toward an 
opponent, either as victor or vanquished. True sports- 
manship demands this. Ofttimes, however, enmity re- 
sults from play and other relationships. This should 
not be so. 

Then again we have no right to hold the sins of a 
father against his children. Sportsmanship calls for 
every one standing on his own merits. David’s kind 
treatment of Saul’s grandson in II Sam. 9:9-13 is a fine 
example of how we should conduct ourselves in such 
a case. 

Our Saviour’s teachings about sportsmanship and 
his conduct at times when others attacked him are re- 
freshing thoughts to our lesson. Read Matt. 5:38-48; 
Luke 9:51-56 and Luke 23:34. 


February 26, 1928 
PLAYING FAIR WITH THE GREAT LEADER 
John 6 :66-69 

Today we apply the rules of fair play to our con- 
duct with the Great Leader, our Lord and Saviour. 
Before doing that, however, we want to learn why the 
disciples spoken of in verse 66 of our lesson left the 
Lord. Let us place our lesson. It belongs to the feed- 
ing of the five thousand, verses 1-14; to Jesus walking 
upon the sea, verses 15-21; to the great discourse on the 
bread of life, verses 22-59 and to the concluding verses, 
60-65, on discipleship. 


Why Some Disciples Left Jesus 
Not because He fed them, nor because He walked 
upon the sea; for such expressions of His power pleased 
them and proved why He should be their earthly ruler, 
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verse 15. They left Him because of their misunder- 
standing of Him and His real mission on earth. Verses 
42 and 52 tell us that. They only knew Him as one 
among them, the son of Joseph. How, as the son of 
a neighbor, could He come down from heaven? How 
could He give them His flesh to eat? Such questions 
baffled them. They couldn’t understand, so they left 
Him. Besides they didn’t want to give up some pet 
ideas about who and what the promised Messiah should 
be, so when Jesus spoke contrary to their preconceived 
notions they just got big-headed and went away from 
Him. 
Will Ye Also Go Away? 

If our answer is in the negative, then we must do 
certain things :— 

1—Know Jesus. He bids us in Matt. 11:28, 29 to 
come and learn of him. The Bible is the true revealer 
of Jesus. It tells us all we should and need to know 
about Him to believe in Him. If we cannot understand 
everything that is said of and by Him we must be 
satisfied to wait until all things shall be made clear. 
John 14:26. 

2—Love Jesus. Matt. 22:37 appears to be the only 
positive command of Jesus to the world to love Him. 
His method of directing us to love Him is through His 
love for us, John 15:9. It isn’t enough just to respect 
Jesus, or think of him as the best man that ever lived— 
we are playing fair with Jesus and ourselves only when 
we love Him to the utmost. 

3—Obey Jesus. The one test of love is obedience, 
John 14:23. The boy or girl that loves father and 
mother is an obedient child; but a disobedient boy or 
girl is an unloving child. The teen age is the time to 
measure love to Jesus and to obey His words. 

4—-Receive Jesus. It may honestly be said that 
there are many people who meet the three requirements 
mentioned above, yet never fully surrender themselves to 
Him, the same as there are many people living in Ameri- 
ca who, though they meet all the requirements of good 
citizenship, yet never become naturalized citizens, which 
means they have never adopted America as their coun- 
try. Read in John [:11, 12 what it means to receive 
Jesus. 

5—Still another thing must be done if we would 
play fair with Jesus. We must do what is commanded 
in John 15:12. Just how much we must love our fellow 
man is told in John 15:13.

PARAGRAPHS ON CHINA 
(Supplied through the courtesy of the Board of Foreign Missions) 


CHINA 


1. China, including dependencies, is one-third larger 
than all Europe. If the United States and Alaska were 
upon it there would be room left for several Great 
Britains. It is an immense country. 

2. China has every variety of climate, from Canadian 
cold to Cuban heat; but, like the United States, the 
most of China lies in the temperate zone. 

China is a land of fertile soil, rich minerals, especi- 
ally coal, great navigable rivers and immense cities. 

The Yangtsi Kiang River is navigable for 600 miles 
inland and at its mouth is 60 miles wide. 

Thirteen cities have from a half to two million popu- 
lation. The best known are Peking, the capital, Shanghai, 
Hong Kong, Canton and Nanking. 

3. Estimates of the population of China differ widely, 
because no reliable census ever has been taken. Over 
400,000,000 is probably as near the truth as we can get. 
That means one-third of the people in the whole world. 

The most densely populated part is the Shantung 
province, where our mission is located, with no less than 
40,000,000 packed into an area not larger than the single 
state of Missouri, 

4. The history of China runs back into a haze of 
hoary antiquity. China is an old country. 

When Moses led the Israelites through the wilder- 
ness about 1500 years before Christ, Chinese laws, liter- 
ature and religious knowledge excelled those of Egypt. 

A hundred years before the Psalms of David an 
emperor of China composed classic odes that are com- 
mitted to memory at this day by every scholar in China. 

While Homer was composing and singing the Iliad, 
China’s bards were celebrating their heroes, whose tombs 
had been with them for thirteen centuries. 
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The Chinese invented the art of printing five hun- 
dred years before it was known in Europe. 

They made paper a hundred and fifty years before 
Christ was born, and gunpowder about the commence- 
ment of the Christian era. 

The Chinese dressed in silk and sold silk to the 
Romans a thousand years ago, when the Britons in 
England were painted savages. 

The great wall of China was built two hundred and 
twenty years before Christ was born in Bethlehem. 

The Chinese conceived the idea of artificial inland 
waterways and dug 600 miles long, and they discovered 
the principle of the mariner’s compass. 

5. The Chinese always have exalted learning and 
scholarship. The relative worth of men is ranked as 
follows: First, the scholar, because mind is superior 
to matter; second, the farmer, because the cultivation of 
the soil is essential to the existence of man; third, 
the mechanic, because next to food, shelter is necessary; 
fourth, the tradesman; and lastly, the soldier, because the 
soldier’s business is to destroy and not to build up 
society. 

6. There are a number of religions in China. It 
is a land of many gods. 

Confucianism is a religion founded by Confucius in 
the sixth century before Christ. 

Buddhism was imported from India with corrupt 
and idolatrous forms of worship. 

Taoism is a grotesque medley of crude superstition 
with many gods, genii, heroes, demons and natural 
forces as objects of worship, 

In its ceremonial practices the religion of all Chinese 
has as its dominant feature the worship of ancestors. 

7. The government of China for ages was an ab- 
solute monarchy, the emperor being considered the Son 
of Heaven. 

The last dynasty was Manchurian, established in 
the sixteenth century, which remained in power until 
it was overthrown in 1911, when the republic of China 
was established. 4 

Since then China has had civil wars, political tur- 
moil and social disturbances. No one can tell what the 
outcome will be. 

8. Upon this vast mass of people the forces of the 
modern world have begun to operate. China has be- 
come one of the great markets of America and Europe 
for every conceivable product of modern industry. 

More recently the Chinese themselves have built 
factories and are making modern things for themselves. 
They now want to become modern as quickly as poss- 
ible. 

9. The first Protestant missionary in China was 
Robert Morrison, who went there in 1807. He trans- 
lated the New Testament in 1813 and wrote an English- 
Chinese dictionary the next year. 

‘At his death in 1834 there were only three Chinese 
Christians in the whole country. Now the Christians 
number 750,000. 

10. Nearly all the Christian churches, European 
and American, including Roman and Greek Catholics, 
are represented in China, and their missionaries are 
teaching the children, healing the sick, translating the 
Word of God, creating a Christian literature, and preach- 
ing everywhere with a fidelity beyond all praise. 

11. The Lutheran missions in China are located in 
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the Kwantung, Hunan, Honan, Hupeh and Shantung 
provinces. 

They are being conducted by Lutheran Churches in 
Germany, Sweden, Finland and the United States. 

They have formed a United Lutheran Church in 
China, with a theological seminary at Shekow and a 
Publication House at Hankow. 

The American Lutheran Churches which have mis- 
sions in China are those of the Norwegian Lutherans, 
Lutheran Free Church, Lutheran Brethren, Augustana 
Synod, Missouri Synod, and the United Lutheran Church. 

12. The mission field of the United Lutheran Church 
is located in the Shantung province. 

There are three main stations: Tsingtao, a beautiful 
and large port city, Kiachow and Tsimo. 

This field was taken over on January 1, 1925, from 
the Berlin Missionary Society of Germany under an 
agreement which calls for an annual payment of $17,500 
for ten years. 

The number of Christian converts in this field is 
2200. There are 12 foreign missionaries, including wives, 
100 Christian workers at 30 stations, 40 schools and 
950 pupils. 

Among the mission schools are two fine girls’ 
schools, one in Tsingtao and another in Tsimo, also 
a Training School for Bible women in Kiachow. 

Medical work is being done at Tsimo and is to be 
started at Tsingtao. 

13. We should remember and never forget the 
names of the first missionaries of our United Lutheran 
Church to be sent to China: Rev. Dr. and Mrs. J. F. 
Kreuger, Rev. and Mrs. P. P. Anspach, Paul E. Louden- 
slager, M. D. and his wife, Miss Erva Moody and Miss 
Elvira Strunk. 

These with the transferred German missionaries 
Rev. Dr. and Mrs. C. Joskamp, Rev. and Mrs. Theodore 
Scholz, Rev. and Mrs. William Matzat, Miss Kathe 
Voget, Miss Freda Strecker, constitute our present force 
of missionaries. 

Others have been called and will go out during the 
next few years. One, a nurse, Miss L. Reich, sailed in 
the fall of 1927.

OUR CHURCH IN SOUTH AMERICA 
HYMN—‘We’ve a Story to Tell to the Nations” 
PRAYER—by Junior—for the open Bible in South 
America 
THE TOPIC—to be given by 13 Juniors. 
Paragraphs on South America 
(Supplied through the courtesy of the Board of Foreign Missions) 
1. The most marvelous constructive development of 
the past 100 years is the favorable attitude of South 
America toward the United States. 
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After having been locked tight by tyrannical priest- 
craft against all Protestant influences for the four cen- 
turies of her existence, the World War suddenly shook 
the South American continent loose from the fetters 
which so long had bound her, hand and feet. 

Now even her statesmen are anxious that the Holy 
Scriptures, which have been the making of North Amer- 
ica, shall be spread among the millions in South 
America, who have never seen a Bible. 

2. The two Missions of our United Lutheran Church 
in South America are in British Guiana and Argentina. 

New Amsterdam, the main station in the former, 
and Buenos Aires, the main station in the latter coun- 
try, are 3000 miles apart. 

3. British Guiana is about as large as California. 
Much of the country is still unexplored, the interior 
being peopled chiefly by South American Indians. It 
is estimated that British Guiana has 13,000 aborigines. 

East Indians have been brought in to work the 
great sugar plantations. 

4. British Guiana was discovered by Columbus in 1494 

When the Pilgrim fathers were fighting for their 
existence on the shores of New England, a Dutch West 
Indies Company began a settlement in what is now 
British Guiana. 

The Church in New Amsterdam was founded by 
Dutch Lutherans in 1734. 

5. The congregation in New Amsterdam joined the 
West Pennsylvania Synod in 1890, when its pastor, the 
Rev. J. R. Mittelholtzer, appeared at Columbia, Pa., 
and applied for admission. 

In 1913, Rev. Mittelholtzer died and the Church 
and its missions along the Berbice River were taken 
over by the Board of Foreign Missions in 1915. 

Rev. and Mrs. Ralph J. White took charge in 
January, 1916. 

His successor is Rev. H. E. Haas, and recently a 
second missionary, Rev. W. H. Daube, has been sent 
to British Guiana. 

6. Besides the main congregation in New Amster- 
dam, there are three out stations; Ituni, Maria Henrietta 
and St. Lust, 100 to 115 miles down the Berbice River. 

Three catechists, one East Indian Catechist using 
Hindu, and four school teachers are employed. 

The communicants number 335; there are 124 pupils 
in three day schools; and 189 in four Sunday Schools. 

The New Amsterdam congregation has an endowed 
fund of $20,000, administered by the Government, 

Some work has been begun among the Arawak 
Indians in the interior. 

7. Argentina has been called the United States of 
South America. Its climate is about the same, and 
the natural resources are similar. 

What religion may be said to exist is Roman Catho- 
lic, which the Spaniards established by the sword. 

8. Buenos Aires is destined to be the third or 
fourth city in size in the world. 

It is to the Argentine what Paris is to France. 

The social, political and commercial life of the 
Argentine centers in Buenos Aires. 

It is one of the most religiously destitute cities on 
the globe. The Gospel must be given to millions whom 
Roman Catholic has lost or cannot reach. 

9. After Rev. S. D. Daugherty, D. D., had labored 
in Buenos Aires from 1908 to 1922, little more was 
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done until the Pan-Lutheran Society sent Rev. Efraim 
Cedar to that city in 1917. 

He returned to America in 1920, and this mission 
was transferred to the Board of Foreign Missions of 
the United Lutheran Church in America. 

10. The Rev. Dr. and Mrs. E. H. Mueller went to 
Buenos Aires in January 1920. In September that year 
they were joined by Mrs. Anna H. Mueller, an honor- 
ary missionary, who resigned after a year of service. 
Dr. Mueller died in 1923. 

Two ordained men, Rev. Paul O. Matchetzki and 
Rev. J. M. Armbruster are now at work in this field. 

There are three ordained and two unordained Ar- 
gentina workers at seven stations, Villa del Parque, a 
section of Buenos Aires, Caseros, San Miguel, Jose C. 
Paz, San Martin, Villa Progress and Moron. The 
women’s work in charge of Miss Corrine Menges 
and Miss Myrtle Wilke. 

11. Dr. Mueller was able to resume a number of 
Argentinian men of high standing. 

With them he began to prepare Lutheran litera- 
ture in Spanish, a hymn book and school books, so 
that the mission stood out as something distinct in the 

Evangelical Movement. 
Mr. Viera is the efficient head of the school in 
Buenos Aires, 

The Argentinian pastors are Revs. Guzman, Resa 
and Rasquena, all of them former Roman Catholics. 
Now they are ardent workers for the establishment of 
a strong Lutheran Church in Argentina. 

12. Excellent educational work is being conducted in 
both South American fields. 

The school in New Amsterdam has an industrial and 
a commercial department. 

The college in Buenos Aires is attended by 639 
pupils. 

The Luther League of America is raising $12,000 
for the Religious Education building in Buenos Aires, 
to be known as Luther League Hall. 

13. British Guiana and Argentina, as well as the 


other lands in which we are carrying on mission work, | 


must be the objects of our prayers, and have the mission- 
ary cooperation of our entire Church.

NOTES ON MUSIC IN THE JUNIOR LUTHER LEAGUE 


To the Leader: 
What kind of hymns and songs do you use in Junior Luther 
~ League? Are they good hymns, with uplifting melodies and words 
which the Juniors can understand? Or are they simply jingling 
tunes with mediocre verses? , 
Let us give our boys and girls the best. Normal boys and 
girls love to sing. And do not think. they cannot learn a melody 
because it is a little difficult. I recall some years ago hearing a 
group of adults remark that No. 1 in the Common Service Book, 
“Q Come, O Come, Immanuel” was entirely too difficult for the 
ordinary congregation. Yet I heard that hymn taught to a group 
of children in one of our Lutheran Settlement Houses, and oh, 
how they sang it! Children with no background of either music 
or religion learned to loved and sing this hymn wonderfully well. 
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The Topic 
Opening Hymn: “Stand up, Stand up for Jesus.” 
Read in unison, Psalm 46. 
Leader: Today we are going to study the hymn, 
“A Mighty Fortress is our God,” so we will open our 
books to page First of all we want to know who 
wrote this hymn? 


Juniors: Martin Luther. 

Leader: What do you remember about Martin 
Luther? 

Juniors: (Tell the story of Luther, leader helping 


out with leading questions.) 

Leader: This hymn is called “The Battle Hymn 
of the Reformation.” What can we find in the hymn 
that makes this title fit it? 

Juniors: It has a lot about fighting in it. 

Leader: Yes, it has. Tell me some of the words 
that have to do with battles. 


Juniors: Fortress, shield, weapon, foe, arms, fight. 

Leader: Who is fighting this battle? See the 
fifth and sixth lines. 

Juniors: “The old bitter foe, means us deadly woe.” 


Leader: Then the battle-is ours, and who is this 
foe against whom we are fighting? ; 

Juniors: Satan, sin, “this world’s prince.” 

Leader: Alone, we could not do very much against 
this foe—but let us look at the second verse and find 
out who is going to help us. 

Juniors: ‘Jesus Christ it is, of Sabaoth Lord, and 
there’s none other God.” 

Leader: Jesus Christ is God, so we come back 
again to the first verse and find out what God is to us 
in this battle against sin. Luther compares him to three 
things, what are they? 


Juniors: Fortress, shield and weapon. 

Leader: Yes. Now let us see, what is a fortress? 
Juniors: A place where you can go for shelter. 
Leader: Yes. The Psalmist said in the 46th Psalm, 


“God is our Refuge.’ The second line of the hymn 
says a trusty shield.’ Of what use is a shield? 

Juniors: It is used to protect. 

Leader: Just as the knights of old used their shields 
to protect themselves from the enemy, so God is our 
shield to protect us against Satan and sin. The third 
thing was a weapon. What do you do with a weapon? 

Juniors: Fight with it. 

Leader: So you see we can not sit still and let 
some one else win our battles, we have to fight, with 
God’s help. He is willing to help. A great weapon of 
God to fight against sin is his Holy Word. St. Paul 
says it is sharper that a two edged sword. You see, 
he too was thinking of it as a weapon. We want to study 
God’s Word, and keep it in our hearts, so that we 
can use it as a weapon against temptation and sin. 

The final thought in the hymn is that Satan cannot 
harm us as long as God is our fortress, shield and 
weapon, and Jesus fights for us. There is a Bible verse 
we want to learn in connection with this today. It is 
written in I Timothy 6, the 12th verse—‘‘Fight the good 
fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life.” 

Suggested short prayers: Thanks to God as our 
Fortress shield and weapon. Thanks to Jesus for 
fighting for us. Petition for His continued help that 
we may fight the good fight of faith. 

Closing: Sing—A Mighty Fortressis Our God.
